Prime Minister Peres said last 
night that the U.S. had not asked 
Israel whether it would agree to 
meet with members of the Palesti- 
nian National Council in a 
Jordanian-Palestinian negotiating 
team. Israel was therefore not re- 
quired to reply on this point. 

Israel bad, however, been asked 
its opinion of Washington's own in- 
tention to meet with PNC members- 
and its advice was that the U.S. 
should prefer “authentic" repre- 
sentatives of the Palestinians living 
in the administered areas. 

Appearing live on Israel TVs 
Moked interview programme, Peres 
twice failed to demur when inter- 


viewer Yorara Ronen suggested that 
the premier, unlike Vice Premier 
and Likud leader Yitzhak Shamir, 
was “leaving the door open” to a 
possible meeting with PNC men. 
Peres let Rouen's assessment pass 
without comment. 

His formulation was that “if Israel 
were to be asked” whether it would 
agree to meet with PNC men, he 
would stipulate that Israel not deal 
with “representatives of an orga- 
nization which subscribes to the 
Palestine National Covenant, which 
practises terrorism, and which does 
not recognize the Jewish state.” If 
they desisted from these principles 
ana practices - “that would be a 
different situation.” 


The premier warned that if the 
current peace moves led to Amer- 
ican recognition of the PLO. that 
would provoke "a deep crisis" be- 
tween Jerusalem and Washington. 

But he believed this would not 
happen. He referred to the formal 
commitment given by then -secretary 
of state Henry Kissinger in 1975 that 
the U.S. would not recognize nor 
negotiate with the PLO unless the 
organization recognized Israel and 
accepted Security Council Resolu- 
tion 242. “I believe (Secretary of 
State George) Shultz would not 
break that commitment." the pre- 
mier said.

Syria will probably go alj out to 
derail any peace talks between 
Israel and a Jordan-Palestinian 
team, including attempts to 
assassinate figures associated 
with the talks, military pressure 
on Jordan and possibly stepped- 
up terrorist activity against 
Israel, Chief of Military Intelli- 
gence Aluf Ebud Barak said 
yesterday. 

Barak made this assessment at a 
briefing for defence reportere here 
yesterday on the eve of today’s In- 
telligence Corps Day. 

Syria will try to delegitimize any 
peace talks, Barak suggested, and 
could attempt to assassinate people 
close to Jordan’s King Hussein and 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat, follow- 
ing the precedent set by the murder 
of Hebron's former mayor Fahd 
Kawasmeh earlier this year. 

If all that fails, Syria may concen- 
trate troops along its border with 
Jordan and possibly even initiate 
minor skirmishes and incursions into 
Jordan's airspace. 

It may also seek to step up guerril- 
la ^attacks against Israel through 
southern Lebanon, Barak warned. 

Bui Barak does not anticipate a 


massive Syrian move against Jordan, 
nor an all-out war with Israel in the 
near future. 

In its bid to establish what it calls 
“strategic parity" with Israel, Barak 
revealed that Syria has built up three 
new divisions over the past three 
years, added a brigade to each of its 
other armoured divisions and ac- 
quired modern and advanced equip- 
ment which could enable it to strike 
deep inside Israel. This newly ac- 
quired equipment includes SS-21 
ground-to-ground missiles intended 
for precision bombing of military 
targets in north and central Israel, 
dozens of Sukhoi-22 and MiG 23 
planes for striking at more distant 
targets, and SA-5 ground-to-air mis- 
siles capable of downing planes deep 
inside Israel. 

Syria is also developing the capa- 
bility to strike at maritime targets as 
far away as off the Tei Aviv coast, 
from positions on its own shore. It 
would have to identify those targets 
before firing the missiles, and that 
may be done using submarines it 
expects to receive within a year. 

Barak did not rule out an attempt 
by Syria to launch a lightning attack 
with limited goals even before it 
achieves strategic parity with Israel. 
But he discounted an all-out war 
because Syria is isolated and its lead- 


ers “understand” that their army 
would quickly find itself in deep 
trouble. 

This assessment is based on the 
assumption that the Iraqi army will 
continue to he nogged down in ns 
war with Iran, (hat Jordan will refuse 
to put its forces at the disposal of an 
Arab alliance, and that Egypt will 
remain committed to peace with 
Israel. 

Turning to the latest peace rumb- 
lings in the region. Barak said he 
believes Hussein is interested ir. 
talks with Israel because he fears 
time is working against the Arabs. 

Hussein is aware that the chances 
of successfully concluding open and 
unconditional negotiations with 
Israel are slim. Barak said. But even 
if the talks are doomed, they could 
be useful in boosting Jordan's posi- 
tion. 

Jordan’s aim is to win Western 
recognition as a moderate state and 
thus enhance its chances oi acquiring 
advanced U.S. arms, which it might 
not get unless it shows moderation. 
Barak suggested. He said that Hus- 
sein would also stand to gain were a 
new peace initiative to srrain the 
intima te U.S .-Israel relationship. 

For the time being. Barak con- 
tinued. Hussein is cooperating with

MKs asked to avoid ‘peace parley 9

The congress, sponsored by the 
Christian worid. peace organization ( 
Pax Christi, is to open July 1 in' 
Amsterdam. -Among the Israeli 
; bodies Invited, to participate are 
Mapam, the Labour Party, the Prog- 
ressive list for Peace, the Citizens 
Rights Movement and Peace Now. 

So far , Labour MK Abd-eJ Wahab 
Darousha has expressed his desire to 
attend and Ora Namir and Aharon 
Harel, also of Labour, say they are 
considering it. Mahmoud Watad of 
Mapam is planning to attend as is 
PIT’s Muhammed Miari and CRM's 
Mordechai Bar-On. 

Stressing the need to avoid con- 
tacts with the PLO, Peres - who 
spoke at a meeting of the Alignment 
faction - said that any movement 
towards peace by Jordan at this time 
may be directly attributed to Israeli 
leaders' firm stand in the past against 


negotiating with the PLO. 

On the U.S.-Jordanian initiative 
as outlined in the letter he and Vice 
Premier Shamir received from U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz, 
Peres told his faction that it is a 
“political reality” that Washington 
and Amman have moved closer to 
each other. But, he added, he does 
not regret this since Israel does not 
feel it is necessary for the U.S. to 
turn its back on the Arab states. 

Israel however, feels it has the 
right to say no to a suggestion by the 
’ U.S. as long as the tone it uses in 
saying no does not leave the i mpress- 
ion of unreasonable rejection. 

Meanwhile, Washington was not 
pressing Israel to accept the inclu- 
sion of Palestine National Council 
members in a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation that would 
negotia te with Israel, he said^ 

Peres also told the faction that if 
Israel ever enters into negotiations 
with a joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
delegation it will do so without set- 
ting forth any prior conditions, 
“though the terms of the Camp 


David Accord would be the basis of 
our position.” 

The premier said he has misgiv- 
ings abont Yasser Arafat's supposed 
change of heart regarding an inde- 
pendent Palestinian stare, as trans- 
mitted to the U.S. by King Hussein. 
Even if Arafat is now willing to r;‘ 
for a confederation with Jordan, it 
does, not mean an end to the Palesti- , 
nians' yearning for self- 1 
determination, Peres said. 

Besides, if the PLO is honestly 
interested in abandoning hostilities 
in favour of diplomacy as a means of 
settling the Israeii-Palestinian dis- 
pute, why then does the PLO’s ter- 
rorist activity continue unabated? In 
the past few weeks several serious 
sabotage attempts had been foiled, 
and just in time. Peres said. 

Meanwhile, he added, ail efforts 
must be made to improve relations 
with Egypt. 

On economic issues, Peres said 
that he is gratified that "although 
our national coffers are empty there 
still is no mass unemployment or an 
epidemic of business bankruptcies.” 


AMMAN (Reuter). - U.S. Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Richard Mur- 
phy will visit Jordan early next 
month for possible talks with a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian team on Mid- 
dle East peace , Jordan ’s information 
minister said yesterday. 

“It has been suggested that the 
first stage of the talks for an ex- 
change of views between a 
Palestinian-Jordanian delegation 
and the Americans might take place 
here. It is just an expectation by both 
sides (Jordan and the U.S.),” Minis- 
ter' Mohammed al-Khatib saidl 

Khatib was commenting on an 
unsourced report in the government 
newspaper Saw al-Shaab which also 
said the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization would nominate three non- 


PLO members for the talks with 
Murphy. 

It said the visit would lead to U.S. 
agreement to talk to the PLO and to 
holding an international Middle East 
peace conference, grouping all par- 
ties to the Arab-Israeli conflict, as 
well as to PLO acceptance of L^N 
Security Council Resolution 242. 

A PLO official, commenting on 
the Sawt al-Shaab report, said: "We 
have not reached the stage of sug- 
gesting names. Our position is that 
the PLO must be represented in any 
talks." ■■-. -si j* - -

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Warning strike today at 
Kupat Holim hospitals

The Histadrut’s 14 Kupar Holim 
Clalit health fund hospitals are to 
operate today on a Sabbath sche- 
dule. 

The doctors employed by these 
hospitals yesterday decided on a 
one-day warning strike in protest 
against the health fund's plan to 
reduce the total hospital budget by 
about 8 per cent as part of its overall 
$50 million budget cut. 

No patients will be admitted, and 
only emergency surgery will be per 7 
formed. Emergency rooms wfll re- 
ceive only critical cases and patients 
will not be seen in tbe hospitals' 
out-patient clinics. Regular Kupat 
Holim clinics will function normally. 

Tbe doctors are to meet at the end 


of the week to discuss further steps in 
protesting the bndget cuts. 

Meanwhile, Kupat Holim Galit 
announced yesterday that from Sun- 
day the fund will no longer pay for 
special foods needed for patients. 

Among the items that the patient 
will have to procure at his own 
expense are diet foods, gluten-free 
flour for children with celiac disease, 
non-allergenic food products, and 
sugars like glucose and fructose for 
those who cannot digest ordinary 
sucrose. The majority of these pro- 
ducts are imported. 

Plans are also under way to make 
patients purchase their own ban- , 
dages, colostomy bags, and a num- 
ber of medicines such as vitamins 
and basic pain-killers. 


Jemayeltobig 
powers: Get SLA 
out of Jezzine 

BEIRUT (Reuter). - President 
Amin Jemayel yesterday asked the 
big powers to press Israel to get the 
South Lebanese Army to leave the 
sensitive Jezzine area. 

Political sources here said Jemayel 
summoned envoys from the five 
permanent members of the LIN 
Security Council to discuss heading 
off sectarian strife as Israel winds up 
its three-year occupation of the 
south. 

The sources said the talks focused 
on refusal of the Israeli-backed SLA 
to quit the area around Jezzine. a 
major Christian town 22 km. east of 
Sidon. 

Moslem militias, which overran 
areas north and east of Sidon in 
April, have warned that Jezzine will

Members of the investigating team 
who checked the apartment found a 
number of indications that the burg- 
lar was in fact planning to rape the 
occupant of the apartment at a fu- 
ture date. 

Tbe police believed that he would 
make a follow-up attempt, and Lhey 
staked out the apartment. 


Late last Thursday night the sus- 
pect was seen approaching Rehov 
Yehezkel. The man was followed, 
and when it was observed that he 
knew the area well, the signal was 
given to arrest. In the ensuing chase 
a team of police detectives closed off 
(he entire area, capturing the suspect 
at 3:30 a.m. on Sderot Nordau. 

Interrogation of the suspect and a 
search of the area were carried out 
immediately. 

The suspect was brought to the 
home of Judge Dan Arbel on Friday 
who ordered that he be remanded 
into custody for 10 days.

En- 
glish industrialist demanding an 
answer to his offer to invest in the 
bankrupt textile firm. Sharon said he 
had asked the man for a few more 
days. 

He said he wished to bring the 
matter once again before the Min- 
isterial Economics Committee for a 
decision. He believed that some 


progress had been made in the spe- 
cial committee of ministers on Ala. 
The matter could not be dragged out 
much longer, he added. 

Representatives from each of the 
country's 72 labour councils and 
most large work places are expected 
to demonstrate next week in support 
of the Ata workers. 

The demonstration, which is being 
organized by the Histadrut's trade 
union department, is to take place 
outside, the Knesset on Tuesday 
morning. 

A separate demonstration by Ata 
workers is to be held outside the 
Knesset on Monday, as the econo- 
mic, committee debates using gov- 
ernment funds to ensure the con- 
tinued operation of the textile com- 
pany. 

Prime Minister Peres, speaking to 
the Alignment’s Knesset faction, 
said he could not obligate himself on 
Ata’s future, “because it appears 
that keeping the company in opera- 
tion will cost $40 million, and we 
don’t have the money.”

Court sees reconstruction 
of Hebron college attack 


The Islamic College in Hebron 
was selected as a target by the Jewish 
terrorist underground because it was 
from there that “Arab inciters went 
forth and murdered Jews." 

This was stated by one of the men 
charged with raking part in the 1983 
slayings. Uzi Sharabaf. in a filmed 
reconstruction of the attack which 
was screened in the Jerusalem Dis- 
trict Court yesterday. 

Those taking part in the attack, in 
which three persons were killed and 
dozens wounded, had been briefed 
that their target was “only college 
students, and not other civilians.” 
One of the other defendants taking 
pan in the reconstruction. Shaul Nir, 
stressed that he had taken pains not 
to shoot at “women or passers-by.” 
The reconstruction showed how 
Nir. his brother Barak and Sharabaf 
drove to Hebron from the Har Tuv 
junction. 

On arrival. Shaul Nir and Shar- 
abaf each armed themselves with a 
Kalashnikov rifle and a hand- 
gienade. Barak Nir remained with 
the car. 

As they reached the college. Shar- 
abaf saw two people among a copse 
of trees and opened fire. The two fell ■ 


to the ground. Shaul Nir said that 
from the moment the first shots were 
fired, students began to run into the 
building. 

Nir went on to relate that as he 
neared the building, he saw a student 
bend down to pick up stones. "As I 
was holding a hand grenade with its 
pin already removed. I had to throw 
it,” Nir explained. 

Nir said he had intended to con- 
tinue on into the college building 
after throwing the grenade and 
opening fire with his rifle, but Shar- 
abaf shouted a warning and the two 
of them returned to the getawaycar. 

The rest of the reconstruction was 
devoted to their getaway, how they 
removed and destroyed all their clo- 
thing, and dismantled their 
weapons, hiding the pieces in va- 
rious parts of the country. 

The court was also shown two 
other filmed reconstructions in 
which Shaul Nir and Sharabaf 
showed how they had attached 
booby-trapped grenades at the entr- 
ances of two mosques in Hebron. 

The trial is to continue on Sunday. 
If the defendants decide not to tes- 
tify, the prosecution will begin its 
summation. (ItimJ

Fifth, eighth-grade classes 
to begin two hours late today

their teachers on time. 

Negotiations between the Histad- 
rut Teachers Union and the Educa- 
tion Ministry on the issue of dismis- 
sals are to resume this morning, and 
the union is also to hold talks today 
with the Labour Ministry to try to 
prevent the dismissal of teachers 
employed in apprenticeship schools 


and other vocational training facili- 
ties under Labour Ministry jurisdic- 
tion. 

Ary eh Rubinstein adds from the 
Knesset 

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon said yesterday that if both 
teachers' organizations agreed to 
postpone for a year the implementa- 
tion of the Etzioni committee recom- 
mendations it would be unnecessary 
to dismiss teachers. 

He was replying to morions for the 
agenda by Marityahu Peled (Prog- 
ressive List), David Magen (Likud), 
Rafael Eitan (Tehiya), and David 
Danino (National Religious Party). 

Navon said that the Secondary 
School Teachers Association had 
agreed to certain concessions, but 
that no agreement hud been reached 
with the Histadrut Teachers Ltoion. 

More dismissal notices had been 
sent to teachers than would actually 
be carried out. he said, explaining 
that under the law. dismissal notices 
must be postmarked not later than 
May 31.

Levinger maintained he fired 
when Arabs stoned him, and that 
security forces arrived later. 

Aloni yesterday asked Prime 
Minister Peres to check into the 
incident and find out why police did 
not register the complaint.

3 charged in slaying of Arab taxi driver 


The three suspects in the murder 
of Jerusalem Arab taxi driver Hamis 
Tutunji in April were charged in the 
Jerusalem District Court yesterday. 

According to the charge-sheet. 
Daniel Eizcnmann. 26, Micha! Hill- 
el. 24, and Gil Fuchs. 20. met a day 
after the mu rder of Jewish Jerusalem 
cabbie David Caspi and decided to 
kill an Arab driver in revenge. On 
the night of April 22. Hillel and 
Eizenmann stopped an Arab taxi on 
Salah a-Din Street in East Jerusalem 
and asked the driver to take them to 
Ma'alc Adumim. where Eizenmann 
Jives, the charges say. 

The charge-sheet continues that 
shortly after midnight, when the taxi 
reached the Azi'im junction on the 
new highway to Ma’ale Adumim. 


Hillel said she felt sick and asked 
Tutunji to puli over to the shoulder. 
When Tutunji complied, the charges 
say. Hillel got out and Fuchs, who 
had been following in another car, 
pulled up. Presenting himself as a 
policeman, he asked to see Tutunji’s 
licence, the indictment says. 

After checking that there was no 
traffic, ihe charge-sheet goes on. 
Eizenmann took aim with an M-16 
rifle and fired three shqts at Tutunji 
from close range. One of the bullets 
struck Tutunji in the head, killing 
him instantly. 

The prosecution has requested to 
keep all three suspects in custody 
until the end of the trial. The court 
will respond to the request in the 
coming days. (Ititn)

Meditation loses Ministry approval

The Health Ministry yesterday 
rescinded the approval given to 
Transcendental Meditation five 
years ago, when the technique was 
described as “relaxing, harmless and 
possibly healthful.". Its decision was 
based on material provided primari- 
ly by Yad Le’ahim, rhe organization 
devoted to the suppression of cults 
and missionary activity in Israel. 

According to Health Ministry 
sources, Dan Michaeli, Director- 
General of the Health Ministry, 
ordered the Transcendental Medita- 
tion Society lo cease using its recom- 
mendation after the ministry re- 
ceived a large number of publica- 
tions condemning TM as harmful to 
health. The principal source of this 
material was said to be Yad Le'ahim. 
In one of rhe publications re- 


ceived, Dr Morris Klein ha us, direc- 
tor of the Jaffa Mental Health Insti- 
tute. held that meditation is u form 
of hypnosis and wrote that he had 
seen u number of cases of people 
who had to be hospitalized for 
psychiatric care after practising 
TM. It was Kleinhaus who last year 
inspired the private members bill, 
which was passed into law, against, 
the practice of hypnosis except by* 
psychiatrists. 

Five years ago, when a special 
committee first gave its approval to 
TM. a number of prominent inter- 
nists testified that in their experience 
meditation often lowered high blood 
pressure, helped compulsive eaters 
lose weight, relieved headaches and 
other nervous symptoms and gave 
patients a general feeling of well 
being. 


AgaKhan claims IRA 
kidnapped racehorse 


LONDON (Reuter). - The Aga 
Khan said Tuesday he believes Irish 
Republican Army terrorists kidnap- 
ped the $15 million racehorse Sher- 
gar, in which he owned a big stake. 

The Aga Khan, spiritual leader of 
the Shi’ite Ismaili branch of Islam 
and one of the richest men in the 
world, said in a television interview 
thar the IRA snatched the horse in 
February, 1983. in the hope of gain- 
ing a fat ransom. 

Shergar won the 1981 English and 
Trish Derby races, and was regarded 
as one of the finest racehorses of all 
time. It has never been seen since 
armed men stole it west of Dublin. 

The horse, which was owned by a 
consortium of 34 people, has been 
officially declared dead. Most ex- 
perts believe it probably died in an 
accident soon after Ihe kidnapping. 


Holiday-makers pollute 
Kinneret, says Mekorot

Moda’i is key to Labour hopes of going sol

TEL AVIV. - Finance Minister 
ModaTs quarrels with his Liberal 
cabinet colleagues are again at tbe 
back of Labour's hopes to achieve 
the minimal majority necessary to 
form a narrow coalition without the 
Likud. But even the most optimistic 
Labour politicians say there appears 
to be little hope. Nevertheless, back- 
stage maneuvers are under way. 

The renewed concentration on 
Moda'i follows Labours despair at 
luring tbe religious parties away 
from tbe Likud. The Jerusalem Post 
bas learned that a variety of enticing 
offers were made to the religious 
parties, including additional, and 
more important, portfolios. 

On June 20, a special meeting of 
the Liberal Party convention is to 
decide on the proposed merger with 
Herat, which Moda'i opposes. 
Labourites are now banking on a 
Moda'i defeat at the convention, and 
hoping that bitterness will lead him 
to leave the Likud and lake a few 
MKs with him into a narrow. 
Labour-led coalition. 

While it is admitted in the Likud 
that Mbda’i's reaction in the event of 
defeat cannot be predicted, it is 


believed that he is unlikely to per- 
suade any of the MKs in his faction 
to leave the Likud. It is also noted 
that ModaTs relations with Premier 
Peres have soured lately, and that 
Peres has told his party that he is fed 
up with Moda'i. 

The Post learned yesterday that in 
the past few weeks Labour has made 
intensive efforts to break tbe unoffi- 
cial alliance between the Likud and 
the religious parties. Sources in both 
Labour and those pa lies speak ot 
.the “exorbitant price” Labour was 
willing to pay the parties it was 
wooing. 

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon and Labour Knesset faction 
chief Rafi Edri were in charge of 
contacts with Sfaas. That party is 
thought to pose the most difficult 
challenge to Labour since its electors 
would not approve of leaving the 
Likud. Shas was offered both the 
Interior Ministry portfolio, which it 
now holds, and the Housing port- 
folio. 

The Labour negotiators stressed 
to Shas that Rabbi Eliezer Shach, 
whe has supported Shas. is a con- 
firmed dove. They also recalled 
Peres meeting with former chief rab- 
bi end Shas mentor Ovadia Yosef. 


Crackdown on foreign-money dealers

Tax authorities are clamping 
down -on unauthorized dealers in 
foreign currency, investigating sus- 
pected tax evasion, smuggling of 
foreign currency out of the country 
and other violations. 

One suspect arrested in the crack- 
down, which began two weeks ago, 


is a kiosk owner who police iiunk 
used his kiosk as a front for lureign- 
currency transactions. Police seized 
$12,000 in cash from the man, who 
was freed on bail. 

According to the police, a dentist 
they arrested has confessed to smug- 
gling $25,000 abroad with the help of 
a foreign-currency clerk at a bank. 
He also admitted to withholding IS3 
million in taxes, police said.

Bui despite all this, no progress 
h,;.- been made towards the magic 
number of 61 MKs, whose support 
labour needs if it is to set up a 
narrow coalition. Little activity is 
expected in the next few days, be- 
cause both party Secretary-General 
Uzi Bar am and Edri are in Europe. 

Sources in the religious parties 
have told The Post that Labour has 
offered to „enact much of the reli- 
gious legislation which these parties 
have been pushing for. But this 
should not be taken - at face value, 
since Labour would also need 
Citizen's Rights Movement and Sbi- 
nui support, and these parties 
oppose such legislation.

Only Cohen-Avidov favours 
death sentence for terror 



Meir Cohen-Avidov (Likud- 
Herut) cast the only vote yesterday 
for his private member's bill impos- 
ing a mandatory death penalty on 
any person convicted of murder on 
behalf of a terror organization. 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
said that under no circumstances 
should the death penalty be manda- 
tory. 

Most terrorists are tried by milit- 
ary courts under emergency regula- 
tions, Nissim said. If the prosecutor 
demands the death penalty, as he 
can. the court will consider it. 

Levy on government cars 

Officials who have government 
cars (rehev tzamud) at their disposal 
will have to pay pan of the levy 
recently imposed on car owners. 
Deputy Finance Minister Adiei 
Amorai said yesterday. 

Amorai stressed that not only gov- 
ernment officials are affected but 
anyone who has the use of a com- 
pany car. 

Maiden speech 

Shas’ youngest MK. Ya'acov 
Yosef, son of the former Sephardi 
chief rabbi, made his maiden speech 
in the Knesset yesterday. 

It was a motion for the agenda, 
cryptically entitled “Changes and 
Trends in the State Education Law. ” 
The main point of his three-minute 
speech was to protest against the 
rejection by some schools of the 
offers of rabbis and other Tora scho- 
lars to lecture on a voluntary basis. 

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon replied that each school de- 
cides for itself which outside speak- 
ers will address its pupils, and that it 
is Qot his prerogative to invite any- 
one against their will. But Navon 
agreed that the motion be referred to 
committee. 

Kindergartens boycott 
Two state religious kindergartens 
in Migdal Ha'emek boycotted Inde- 
pendence Day celebrations orga- 
nized by the local council, and they 
were actively supported by the direc- 
tor of the local council's education 
department. 

This was confirmed yesterday by 
Navon in reply to a parliamentary 
question by Ora Namir (Align- 
ment). He said the director had been 


summoned to a meeting with the 
district director, bui had not yet 
appeared because he is in hospital. 

Namir offered to provide the 
minister with the names of state 
religious schools, mainly in develop- 
ment towns in the south, that do not 
celebrate Independence Day or 
observe Remembrance Day. 
Violence in schools 

Navon promised yesterday to re- 
mind his ministry’s district directors 
that every case of school violence 
that results in injury or that consti- 
tutes a criminal offence must be 
reported to the police. 

He was replying to a parliamen- 
tary question by Uriel Lynn (Likud- 
Libera Is). who suggested that school 
principals might be failing to report 
such cases to protect their schools** 
reputation. 

Electronics lecturers 

The Council of Higher Education, 
in cooperation with the electronics 
industry, has established a special 
fund to encourage university lectur- 
ers in electronics. Navon said yester- 
day. 

Replying lo a parliamentary ques- 
tion by Yehoshua Matza (Likud- 
Herut). Navon said that the fund was 
established in view of the shortage of 
lecturers and researchers. It gives 
lecturers grants equivalent to $500 a 
month. 

He said that it is difficult for 
universities to compete with local 
and foreign industry for electronics 
experts, either with respect to pro- 
fessional advancement or salary. In- 
dustry pays 2 Vs times the salary paid 
by Israeli universities, he said. 

Sabra and Shatilla 

Elazar Granot (Mapam) yester- 
day denounced the media and those 
individuals who denounced the 
slaughter in the Sabra and Shatilla 
camps in 1982 but who are silent 
today when the inhabitants of the 
same camps are again being slaught- 
ered. 

In a motion for the agenda, he also 
said that perhaps one righteous man 
in the Likud would stand up and 
explain that Menachem Begin, by 
his silence, was saying what his col- 
leagues should express in words. 

Granot’s motion was struck from 
the agenda. 


Court workers won’t receive public 


Court workers across the country 
today will not receive the public and 
will prevent judges from hearing 
new cases as they continue sanctions 
begun yesterday. They are protest- 
ing against what they said was the 
government's failure to honour the 
terras of an agreement on work con- 
ditions. 

Court workers yesterday did uot 
prepare new case files and concen- 
trated on- “internal work that had 
collected on their desks,” according 
to workers. Judges could hold hear- 


ings only in case for which they 
already had files. Clerks did not 
receive the public.

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Africa getting more arms than food 


WASHINGTON (AP). - War and 
politics bear part of the blame for 
famine in Attica while countries 
crying to help are at least partly 
responsible, a new study says. 

“The year 1984 saw massive 
amounts of grain shipped to Africa. 
But it was also the first year in 
history that the value of the arms 
imported by Africa outstripped the 
value of imported grain." writes 
Lloyd Timberlake in Africa in Crisis. 
Timberlake is director of Earthscan, 
an information service financed by 
the UN, western governments and 
private grants. 

He cites five countries among 
those heavily- hit by famine as also 
deeply involved in fighting: 

• Ethiopia, which has been trying 
to subdue Eritrea for 22 years and 
Tigray for nine years 

• Sudan, where the fight between 
the Arabs of the north and the 
Christians and others of the 
south 

• Chad, where one embattled 
group is supported by Libya, the 
other by the U.S. and France 

• Mozambique, where the Marxist 


government is fighting rebels sup- 
ported by South Africa 

• Angola, in a situation similar to 
that of Mozambique. 

"Civil wars were degrading the 
environment... or at least 'making 
sustainable agricultural develop- 
ment impossible.” Timberlake 
writes. "But then environmental de- 
gradation also fuelled conflict and 
instability across Africa, so it was 
impossible to tell cause from effect." 

“Obviously a government fighting 
militarily for’its life is going to put a 
fairly low priority on tree-planting, 
terracing and on sound agriculture in 
general." 

• -Timberlake also blames hunger in 
Africa on the political interest in 
cash crops at the expense of food 
crops. 

“The ‘drought* began in the Sahel 
in 1983. But in 1983*4, five Sahelian 
countries - Burkina Faso (formerly 
Upper Volta), Mali, Niger, Senegal 
and Chad - harvested a record 154 
million tons of cotton fibre," he 
writes. ' 

“Cotton is grown largely by small 
farmers in the region, the same small 


farmers whb could not grow eno&gh 
food to feetjl themselves. 

“In fact,; Africa 5 s ability to feed 
itself has been diminishing steadily 
for more than two decades." 

He charges African governments 
and the western governments that 
help them with largely ignoring 'the 
75 per cent of Africans who live oif 
the land, and favouring instead the 
townspeople who riot and overturn 
governments if they lose govern- 
ment subsidies. 

Timberlake urges more work with 
fanners themselves, most of whom 
are women. 

“African women now have more 
of the responsibility for fanning, but 
less power in the form of cash and 
control over land," he writes. "And 
they ger little help, because exten- 
sion workers and researchers devote 
all their attention to the men who are 
officially in charge of the farms." 

Africa's food problems. Timber- 
lake concludes, add up to what he 
calls “environmental bankruptcy" - 
too much cultivating, grazing, tree- 
cutting and the resulting spread of 
desert. 


Portugal’s 
Soares may 
quit post 

LISBON (Reuter). - The withdraw- 
al of the social democrats from the 
coalition government has set off a 
political row over whether the sign- 
ing of Portugal's treaty of accession 
to the European Community should 
go ahead next week. 

Prime Minister Mario Soares 
yesterday was considering resigning 
after Tuesday's announcement that 
the Social Democratic Party (PSD) 
is ending its alliance with his social- 
ists because of policy differences. 

PSD leader Anibal Cavaco Silva 
said Social Democratic ministers 
would resign from the two-year-old 
government the day after the June 12 
signing ceremony. The cabinet met 
Tuesday and said Portugal is ready 
to go ahead with the signing. 

Cavaco Silva, announcing the 
pullout Tuesday, accused the social- 
ists of delaying urgent agrarian and 
labour reforms . 


Gandhi talks wifliMubarak 
on ending the gulf conflict 


CAIRO (Reuter). - Indian Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi had talks 
yesterdav with President Hosni 
Mubarak of Egypt, which diplomats 
said would focus on possible new 
moves bv non-aligned states to end 
the Iran-Iraq war. 

Thev aot down to business soon 
after the Indian leader, chairman of 
the 101-nation Non-Aligned Move- 
ment. arrived at the start of a five- 
nation tour that will include a meet- 
ing with President Reagan in 
Washington next week. 

In a speech at a banquet here last 


night. Gandhi said India was in dose 
touch with leaders of both Iraq and 
Iran in efforts to try to help end their 
"tragic conflict.” 

He renewed calls for nuclear arms 
• to be banned from space and also 
took the opportunity of being in 
Eevpt to denounce apartheid and 
'demand Namibia's independence, as 
well as to call on Israel to withdraw 
from occupied Arab land. 

He said India consistently and 
uncompromisingly supports “the 
just Arab cause.” calling on Israel to 
withdraw from all Arab land.

Man who tried to kill pope 
now cooperating with court 


ROME (Reuter). - Turkish gunman 
Mehmet Ali Agca cooperated 
yesterday with the court trying him 
and seven others alleged to be in- 
volved in a conspiracy to kill Pope 
John Paul. 

It was a different Agca from the 
;one who last week told the court he 
was Jesus Christ and refused to 
answer specific questions. 

Yesterday be answered most of 
the questions from presiding Judge 
Severino Santiapichi. describing bis 
life in Turkey and the purchase of 
weapons in Europe. 

Agca said he did not recognize a 
photograph of a Turk arrested in the 
Netherlands during the pope's visit 
there last month with a gun from the 
same batch as the one Agca used to 
shoot the pontiff. 


.The court was trying to find out if 
the man who identified himself as 
Aslan Samet, might actually be Oral 
Celik. alleged by the prosecution to 
have joined Agca in shooting at the 
pope in St. Peter's Square on May 
13, 1981. 

Agca, 27, who thumbed a small, 
worn Italian-Turkish dictionary 
while he testified, is one of five 
Turks and three Bulgarians accused 
of conspiracy. Two of the Bulgarians 
and two of the Turks are being tried 
in their absence. 

Agca said he and Celik purchased 
four 9mm. Browning pistols and 
ammunition in Vienna in March, 
1981, from a man he described as an 
arms trafficker “who made frequent 
trips to the Soviet Union. Bulgaria 
and Belgium."

Liz Taylor out of hospital 
after drug-withdrawal treatment 


SANTA MONICA. California 
(Reuter). - Actress Elizabeth Taylor 
spent last week in hospital for with- 
drawal from prescribed drugs and 
for treatment of severe neck and 
back problems, a hospital spokes- 
woman disclosed yesterday. 

The 53-year-old actress was “in 
good spirts" when she was released 
from Sahia Monica Hospital last 
Friday, but news of her stay was 
withheld until yesterday at Taylor's 
request. 

A hospital spokeswoman said: 
“The cause (of the neck and back 


problems) is a degenerative spinal 
disease and secondary muscle 
spasms.” 

She added: “During her stay she 
underwent withdrawal from pre- 
scribed medication to maintain the 
sobriety which she has worked so 
hard to achieve." 

Taylor, whose seven marriages, 
passion for jeweliy and problems 
with drugs and alcohol have often 
overshadowed her acting career, has 
been in and out of hospitals the past 
few years.

Sri Lankan troops 
slaughter Tamils 

NEW DELHI (AP). - Security 
forces attacked more than a dozen 
Tamil villages in eastern Sri Lanka, 
; killing at least 80 people and burning 
more than 1,500 dwellings. United 
News of India reported yesterday. 

The raids took place Tuesday in 
tire Mutur coastal area in the Trin co- 
male e district, the news agency re- 
ported from the capital Colombo. 

Eleven Tamil vxlages were com- 
pletely (burned down, while three 
others were partially destroyed, 
UNI quoted reports reaching the 
capital as saying. 

. More than 6,000 people left home- 
less were sheltered in schools, tem- 
ples and churches, the. news agency 
said. * ‘ 

However, the report quoted 
National Security Ministry officials 
in Colombo as saying they had no 
new reports of violence from the 
area. 

The Tamil rebels, claiming discri- 
mination by the majority Sinhalese- 
led government, are fighting for a 
separate homeland in the north and 
east of the island nation. 


Verdict in Hitler-diaries trial 
expected within three weeks 


HAMBURG (Reuter). - Tbe de- 
fence in the Hitler-diaries forgery 
case yesterday interrupted the final 
phase of the trial and asked the 
bench to admit fresh evidence, and 
court sources said a verdict was ex- 
pected in about three weeks. 

Lawyers for Gerd Heidemann. 
charged with fraud for selling the 60 
fake diaries to Stem magazine for 
more than nine million marks 
($3m.), said co-accused Konrad Ku- 
jau. a Nazi memorabilia dealer who 
has confessed to forging the diaries, 
received more money than he has 
admitted. 

; Tbe bench withdrew to decide 
whether to admit the evidence, post- 
poning the scheduled summing up by 
the prosecution, in one of the most 


spectacular hoaxes in recent history. 

Heidemann. Stem's former chief 
reporter, has insisted to the court 
that he gave every pfennig he re- 
ceived from the magazine for the 
diaries to Kujau. 

But Kujau said he only received 
about 1. 6m. marks ($530,000) for 
selling the diaries, later exposed as 
crude forgeries, to Heidemann, a 
collector of Nazi memorabilia. 

The trial started last August. But 
in 95 sessions the court has foiled to 
discover what happened to tbe mis- 
sing money. 

The court was told that in one year 
Heidemann' spent 1.5m. marks 
($500,000) though his monthly sal- 
ary from Stem was 10,000 marks 
($3,300). 


German discovers 
how used chip-oil 
can cut fuel costs 

COLOGNE. West Germany (Reu- 
ter). - West German Ernst Banik 
has cut the cost of motoring by 
running his diesel car on old potato- 
chip fat. Die Welt reported yester- 
day. 

The Cologne restaurant owner 
clocks 30,000 kilometres a year on 
5,000 litres of vegetable oil drained 
from his chip frier, the paper said. 

Banik, 48, converted tbe Mer- 
cedes engine himself, and had the 
changes approved by transport offi- 
cials. , 

The fuel gives off a stale smell of 
chips but causes 20 per cent less 
pollution than normal diesel and is 
only slightly less efficient, the paper 
said. 


Alcohol-free wine 
for Soviet drinkers 

MOSCOW (Reuter). - The sunny, 
grape-growing Republic of Soviet 
Georgia is promoting alcohol-free 
wine as its contribution to a Kremlin 
campaign against heavy drinking. 

The wine, made from unfer- 
mented local grapes, costs 20 
kopecks (,17 cents) for a standard 
bottle and “Has a pleasant colour, 
an attractive bouquet, and a taste 
like a light, slightlysour table wine," 
the Literatumaya Gazeta said yester- 
day. 

Local authorities are planning to 
boost output of the beverage 300 per 
cent by 1986. 


AID. - The European Commission 
yesterday signed a $7.5 million deal 
with Sudan to restore a key railway 
line to carry food from Port Sudan in 
the east to the worst hit famine areas 
in the west. 


Dutch crack down on child pom 


AMSTERDAM (Reuter). - An 
Amsterdam sex-shop owner was 
fined 3^000 guilders ($880) yesterday 
for stocking films and books showing 
sex witjh children. 

The government moved to tighten 
up its; pornography laws last year 
following international protests over 
child pornography in Amsterdam, 
and police have launched a major 
campaign in the city. 

The man was the first sex-shop 
owner to stand trial under the crack- 


down. Imposing the fall sentence 
demanded by the prosecutor, the 
district court ruled (hat stricter 
criteria apply to pornography when 
it involves chUdren than when it 
involves adults. 

The court said child pornography 
offends public decency by definition 
even if it is not put on public display. 
Pornography involving adults is re- 
garded as an offence against public 
decency only if it is shown against the 
will of foe viewer.

BAHRAIN (Reuter). - Iraqi war- in a pre-dawn raid which Iran's 


planes yesterday raided two Iranian 
cities, and Baghdad's information 
minister warned Iraq would intensify 
attacks until Iran accepts negotia- 
tions to end the Persian-Gulf war.

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U.S. worried about increase in spying 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - U.S. 
officials, alarmed by an increase In 
spying and foe potential damage of 
an alleged Navy espionage ring, say 
they might cut back on the 4.3 mil- 
lion Americans at present entrusted 
wtih defence secrets. 

The existence of a fifth person in 
the alleged Navy spy ring, code- 
named “F\ was disclosed Tuesday 
in court papers in San Francisco. 

**F’ was not further identified, but 
FBI officials said they were ques- 
tioning other suspects associated 
with accused ringleader John Wal- 
ker. 

Walker, a former Navy com- 
munications specialist, and his son 
Michael, who had been assigned to 
the aircraft carrier Nimitz, both 
pleaded not guilty in Baltimore 
Tuesday to charges of spying for 
Moscow. 

Two other former Navy men have 


been arrested in the case. 

The four had access to submarine- 
warfare secrets as welj as informa- 
tion on U.S. and Soviet ship move- 
ments. 

A Pentagon spokesman describ- 
ing foe potential damage, told repor- 
ters: “We feel that we still have a 
qualitative edge over the Soviets in 
subsurface (submarine) operations. 
But we're still assessing the amount 
of damage that may have been 
done." 

He said the problem of protecting 
defence secrets is growing and the 
Pentagon is studying proposals for 
reducing tbe number of Americans 
with access to secrets. 

The Justice Department says no 
Americans were prosecuted for 
spying between 1966 and 1975. But 
37 have been prosecuted since then. 
Twelve, including the four Navy 
men. are now awaiting trial. 


Last of China’s communes dismantled 


PEKING (Reuter). - The last of 
China's communes, the radical so- 
cial experiment of the late chairman 
Mao Tse-tung, have been abolished, 
marking a final victory for foe poli- 
cies of reformist leader Deng Xiao- 
ping. 

The communes, through which 
Mao strove to create a utopian vision 
of equality, have all been cut up into 
smaller, more specialized units, the 
New China News Agency said 
yesterday. 

The agency quoted the Civil 
Affairs Ministry as saying the 56,000 
communes have been replaced by 


92,000 rural township governments 
and 820,000 directly elected village 
committees, with economic respon- 
sibilities being taken over by small 
local companies. 

The lack of incentives offered to 
simple farmers under the commune 
system led to slowing production, 
and foe highly centralized commune 
governments frequently issued 
directives and targets which were 
impossible to achieve. 

Since Deng began dismantling the 
communes, China has recorded a 
string of record harvests, and tbe 
living standard of farmers has risen. 


Papandreou sworn in for second term 


ATHENS (Reuter). - Socialist 
Andreas Papandreou was sworn in 
yesterday as Greek prime minister 
for a second four-year term follow- 
ing his solid election victory on Sun- 
day. 

Hundreds of people gathered out- 
side the presidential palace to cheer 
the new cabinet in which Foreign 
Minister Yannis Haralambopoulos, 
Economy Minister Yerasimos Arse- 
nis and Arts Minister Melina Mer- 


couri kept their posts. 

The cabinet list suggested the gov- 
ernment would continue its- first- 
term policies. 

The ministers sworn in yesterday 
will serve only until July, when par- 
liament is due to pass legislation 
aimed at making the cabinet, which 
until foe elections comprised 52 
posts, smaller and more stream- 
lined.

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Attempt to break into U.S. 
market for anti-theft devices

sales in Russia

TEL AVIV. -"'A "^professional 
attempf to break into the huge 
American market of anti-theft de- 
vices was made this week by a pri- 
vate company. Venture Strategies 
international, which organized a 
Study-day with 30 companies active 
in various fields of making security 
devices. Many of the companies 
gained thier know-how by exploiting 
sophisticated methods developed by 
the security forces. 

Haim RosenWum. of Venture 
Strategies, told the participants that 
“the American market is huge - it 
bought seme S2.5 billion worth of 
goods last year, and the market is 
growing by about 15% a year.** 

But since the market was so huge, 
and since most Israeli companies 
were small by American standards, 
it was hard for them to mount a 
proper promotional strategy. He 
proposed, with the full support of 
the Export Institute, that six or 
seven local companies form a ‘‘coop- 
erative marketing” venture at the 
International Security Conference in 
the U.S. this August, the most pre- 
stigious fair in this field. 

Each participant would pay 


$6,000. and for this ft^e would get 
representation at an Israeli pavil- 
lion; a one-minute spot presentation 
on u video film, a supplement in a 
trade magazine, and an experienced 
American salesman at the pavillion, 
who would push the Israeli products. 
Since several Israeli companies pro- 
duce almost identical goods, the first 
one which signed up would have 
preference. 

For another $1,500. Rosenblums 
company would also carry out a 
preliminary marketing survey of the 
U.S. market For each company. 

The Export Institute has 
announced that if Venture Strategies 
is successful in enlisting seven com- 
panies. it will help finance part of the 
costs of each.

The 
deal extends Pepsi's network of bot- 
tling plants and kiosks. 

The deal, valid until 1990, also 
gives Pepsi the right to boost its 
purchases of Russian vodka to sell in 
the U.S., an arrangement that seems to 
fit nicely with the Soviet anti- 
drunkenness campaign. 

Pepsico’s arch-rival Coca-Cola be- 
gan selling its name brand to the 
Soviet Union this year, but so far it is 
available only in 'special shops for 
foreigners. 

Pepsi, whose kiosks decked out in 
the company’s livery can be seen on 
many Moscow streets, supply the 
drink concentrate to 14 Soviet- 
owned factories from Estonia to 
Kazbakstan.

Lebanese pound firms against the dollar 


BEIRUT (Reuter). ~ The Lebanese 
pound finned against the dollar in 
quiet trading yesterday as foreign 
currency flowed into Lebanon from 
Europe^ but central bank interven- 
tion kept the market stable. 

They said Lebanese living abroad 
offered significant amounts of fore- 
ign currency, taking profits as the 
pound continued to ride on market 


optimism created in part by a revival 
of Syrian-mediated attempts to end 
Lebanon's civil war. 

The pound dosed at 15.19/21 to 
the dollar, after yesterday's 15.38/42 
close. 

The central bank bought a large 
amount of foreign currency, pre- 
venting any wide fluctuation in the 
value of the pound, the dealers said. 


STAVANGER (Reuter). - A 
Norwegian oil company has prop- 
osed sinking four giant supertankers 
in the middle of the North Sea to 
reduce the strength of waves that 
may damage a large oil field present- 
ly sinking into the seabed. 

The company. Norsk Hydro, said 
research showed the tankers could 
reduce the power of the largest 
waves in the North Sea by up to 
30%. or ten metres, and prevent 
damage to the seven platforms on 
the Ekofisk oil and gas field, one of 
the largest in the North Sea. 

A spokesman said an alternative 
plan would be to build a giant 500- 
metre-long. 50-metre-high and 120- 
meire thick concrete wall on the 
seabed northeast of the field, where 
the highest waves originate. . 

Senior sources in. Philips, the field 
operators, said they were taking the 
scheme seriously, but would take no 


decision until the rate at which the 
seabed is sinking has been estab- 
lished. 

The Ekofisk field is the oldest on 
the Norwegian continental shelf, 
and has been producing since 1974. 
Constant production has weakened 
the underground rock structure, and 
one of its platforms has sunk by up to 
2.5 metres.

Share market erosion

TEL AVIV. - The banking system is 
still suffering from a severe shortage 
of shekel deposits, despite the nor- 
mal easing of liquidity' pressures that 
comes at rhe beginning of each 
month with the payment"bf salaries 
and government disbursements. 

Banking sources- said yesterday 
(hat (he enormous liquidity deficits - 
the shortfall in deposits from banks 
to the Bank of Israel to meet the 
central bank's liquidity require- 
ments - of late May had been signifi- 
cantly reduced during the last week. 
Thus the monthly pattern remained 
intact, the sources, said,- hut they 
stressed that the relative picture re- 
garding liquidity was unpre- 
cedentedly bad. 

“We have never seen a situation in 
which several banks have been 
forced to utilize all the different 
stages of the monetary loan (that the 
Bank oflsrael makes available ro the 
banks, to overcome their shortage of 
shekels) so early in the month. If this 
is what is happening in the first days 


of the month, what will happen later 
on?" asked one senior official. 

He was referring to the four 
stages, or tranches, of credit that rhe 
banks can obtain, with each one 
more expensive than the previous 
and the top rate currently costing 
about 20% monthly. In a "normal" 
month, ihe later stages are not re- 
quired until after the VAT and in- 
come rax payments are made be- 
tween the 15rh and 20th - and some- 
times not even then. 

Since mid-Mav. however, rhe 
banking system has been subject to 
heavy demand for credit from firms, 
while depositors have not been eager 
TO leave their savings in shekels and 
have been drawn to dollar- linked 
investments of both the legal and 
illegal variety. 

The only answer the banks have to 
the shekel shortage is to hike interest 
rates and for this they need the Bank 
of Israel's agreement. What Ls really 
worrying them though, is the ques- 
tion of what they might do if. even 
after such an increase, the rush out 
of shekels continues.

TEL AVIV. - For the second time in 
three days, volume in the share mar- 
ket yesterday dropped to below IS2 
billion while the slow erosion con- 
tinued in share prices. The total 
turnover on the share market was 
only IS 1,75b.. or $1.63 million, and 
this was almost evenly split between 
the "arrangement" sector and the 
“free'' market. These volumes are 
the lowest recorded in many months, 
and recall the state of the market in 
June-July last year, when in the 
run-up to the elections the volume 
fell to below $lm. at one stage. 

The only valid comparison be- 
tween then and now is that in both 
cases the public rushed to buy goods 
or dollars and ignored the share 
market out of conviction that sweep- 
ing economic measures were immi- 
nent. Then the elections provided 
the target date: today, there is no 
deadline, just a general feeling that 
something, probably 3 devaluation, 
will occur soon. 

In any event, the low volume 
caused no significant price move- 
ments. The General Share Index was 
propped up by a rise in the ■arrange- 
ment" sector of almost 1%. but the 
non-bank index slipped hv U.h2%. 
Falls encompassed almost every sec- 
tor. but were small in most cases, the 
1.61% drop in mortgage banks being 
by far the largest. 


The bond market boasted a sharp 
gain on volume which offset the 
weakness in the share market, but 
here too the price action was mixed. 
Index-linked bonds prospered on 
the whole, while doliar-tinked issues 
were mostly lower.

assassination of Haim Arlosoroff, the Jewish Agency’s 
ign minister" and Labour Zionism s once brightest hope. But 
that is precisely why the report is cause for celebration. A panel 
that was expected to vindicate Premier Menachem Benin's 
theory about that foul murder, refused to bend its judgment to 
the will of an arrogant politician. . . . 

It has thus triumphantly justified the public’s faith in the 
institution of the judicial commission of inquiry. 

An official Arlosoroff probe has been Mr. Begin’s desider- 
atum at least since 1956. He was not satisfied with the acquittal 
by the British Mandatory courts of Revisionist party members 
Zvi Rosenblatt, Avraham Stavsky and Abba Ahimeir of the 
murder charges: he wanted that verdict officially certified by 
Israeli judges, so that no one could air the charges with 
impunity in the country again. But Mr. Begin was after 
something grander yet: the complete exoneration of the 
Revisionist Party - father to Herut - of any responsibility for 
that horrendous deed. 

In 1973, raising the demand again. Mr. Begin, then still in 
opposition, began to spell out his intention. “For a genera- 
tion." be said, “people were trained to believe that Jews killed 
Arlosoroff; this accusation must be erased once and for all." 
Plainly, if Jews did not do the killing, then it must have been 
gentiles, meaning Arabs; in any case, the assassins could not 
have been Revisionists. 

To hold Revisionists guilty must be adjudged a “blood libel" 
in the sense of a deliberate tissue of brazen falsehoods - and 
that is what Mr. Begin claimed it was in submitting his idea for a 
judicial inquiry to his cabinet in early 1982. His pretext for 
holding the probe in disregard of the legal requirement that the 
issue under investigation must be of “intense current interest" 
was a recently published book by joumalist-tumed-historian 
Shabtai Teveth, which revealed that Labourites David Ben- 
Gurion and Shaul Avigur believed, even in their dying days, 
that Rosenblatt and Stavsky bad been guilty. 

This opinion, Mr. Begin suggested, was bound to become 
absolute truth with many thousands of Israelis. This was 
unacceptable, and therefore “of intense current interest." 

What the then premier shrank from sharing with the cabinet 
was another Revisionist belief: that it was that very “blood 
libel" which secured Mapai's ascendancy in Zionism and Israel 
until 1977, and that its categorical refutation would bar 
Labour's comeback for a long time. 

Now we have the commission's report. It is made up of three 
separate opinions by the three members, but for the most part 
they tally with one another. Yes, says the commission, Rosenb- 
latt, Stavsky and Ahimeir were innocent. Arlosoroff s widow, 
Sima, who fingered Rosenblatt and Stavsky, was an entirely 
unreliable witness. One. commission member, a philosopher, 
suggests that two Arabs mentioned before in connection with 
the murder were the killers, but his two colleagues, both jurists, 
find the evidence on this point insufficient. Hie killers may 
have been Jews, and they may have been Revisionists, acting 
out of political conviction . 

Although the comrnission would not concern itself “with the 
theoretical philosophical question" whether Revisionist allega- 
tions against Mapai policy-makers constituted incitement to 
murder, it offers abundant evidence of unbridled vilification of 
Arlosoroff himself as a Nazi lackey, no less. Most importantly, 
the commission finds no indication of any Mapai “blood libel" 
against the Revisionists. 

Mr. Begin, hearing the news, is reported to have commented 
that “justice has been done." Justice has indeed been done: 
Mr. Begin’s attempted indictment of the Labour Zionist 
movement has been ripped to shreds by the very commission on 
which he pinned such high hopes. So perhaps three years 
invested in hearing testimony and sifting evidence in this 
half-century-old case were not spent entirely in vain, after all. 

In future, it may now be hoped, politicians will take greater 
care in deciding which issues are and which aren't proper 
subjects for judicial inquiry.

the U.S. -Israeli joint strategy’ on 
peace were “weakening." They re- 
quired “shoring up” by a process of 
persuasion, he said, and Israel was 
“trying to influence the U.S.” by 
strong logical arguments. But Israel 
must not be perceived as “a rejection 
front when in fact we are a peace- 
seeking front.... We are not afraid to 
say No: but we must nor say No to 
peace.” 


The parts of the joint strategy that 
were still intact were: insistence on 
direct negotiations; rejection of an 
international conference; rejection 
of the PLO: and the belief that talks 
should begin before the end of this 
year. 


Peres maintained that the nation- 
al unity government was capable of 
entering into negotiations, and of 
making progress in the negotiations, 
without Labour and Likud splitting 
apart. He could “imagine,” he said, 
that the unity government's nego- 
tiators would propose the Camp 
David autonomy scheme as an “ini- 
tial” stage. 


He insisted, though, in a pointed 
swipe at Likud hardliners, that 
Camp David was not a precondition. 
Thai might have been the Likud's 
platform - but it was not the unity 
government’s policy, he said. “Who- 
ever demands that negotiations must 
be on a specific “basis” simply 
doesn't want negotiations,” Peres 
declared. 


He also made some pointed com- 
ments. aimed at the Likud, when the 
interviewers turned their attention 
to economic issues. When he look 


office, Peres said, he hud found the 
public pur se “e ven emptier than I 
had thoug6t7'"He listed some of the 
accumulated debts: “Zim - $100 
million; the municipalities - S250m.; 
the universities - $40m.; Ala - well, 
you know: Beit Shemesh Engines - 
$60m.; agriculture nation-wide - 
SSOOm." 

But he said he would “not try to 
conceal” that the state of the eco- 
nomy was grave, and insisted he was 
not seeking to palm off the blame on 
anyone else. 

The trouble was that while all the 
experts glibly demanded that the 
government cut its budget - they 
couid none of them propose specifi- 
cally what to cut. Out of a national 
budget of 523 billion, $12b. went on 
debt-repayments. Some $450m. had 
been cut from defence spending, 
which was a substantial sum. “I will 
not support the destruction of our 
defence,” Peres declared, dismissing 
any notion of further cuts there . The 
ministries had trimmed $200m.. and 
more than S900m. had been pared 
from subsidies. 

Granted, some of the govern- 
ment’s “bold" decisions had not 
been implemented, and there were 
other “mishaps.” 

But on the credit side the overseas 
"Task Force" of major industrialists 
and entrepeneurs was already scor- 
ing important successes in opening 
up export markets to Israeli goods. 

Peres reiteraied his belief that 
Israel's economic infrastructure was 
solid. He said the visiting team of 
American experts, here for a session 
of the joint economic council, had 
been "excited” by what they had 
seen of Israeli high-tech industries.

Why early elections 
are unlikely

MV COLLEAGUES in Mapam. the 
Gtizen's Rights Movement. Shinui 
and in the Labour Party itself post- 
ulate that the bizarre and cumber- 
some partnership with the Likud 
should be brought to an end and 
replaced by a narrow coalition gov- 
ernment. 

Yet their attempts to compile a 
secret list of 61 MKs, needed as a 
parliamentary base for that coali- 
tion. have been pitiful. 

This is due to the fact rhat 37 
Labour MKs (including the Inde- 
pendent Liberals), six Mapam MKs, 
four from the CRM. and three each 
from Yahad and Shinui add up to a 
total of 53 MKs only. 

Even the support of six MKs from 
the communist Hadash, and the 
Progressive List for Peace will bring 
the total to just 59 - two short of the 
number needed. Moreover, the illu- 
sion about the feasibility of forming 
a narrow coalition is based on (he 
assumption that Yigael Hurvitz 
would support a coalition that in- 
cludes the PLP. 

The above calculations also 
assume that Tami would support a 
coalition which includes Mordechai 
Virsbubski; this seems cynical, con- 
sidering that the latter stUl intends to 
have Aharon Abuhatzeira expelled 
from the Knesset. 

Or perhaps they are speculating 
about combinations such as National 
Religious Party-Had ash. or maybe 
PLP-Agudat Yisraei, or maybe 
Shas-Aguda-Shinui or the CRM... 

These aspirations would dissolve 
with the end of the present govern- 
ment Chaos would follow, and then an 
entirely different political reality as 
the result of early elections. As is 


known, no option exists for dissolv- 
ing the Knesset and announcing new 
elections without parliamentary 
approval by 61 MKs. 

Obviously, for such an important 
vote, all 120 MKs would make sure 
to be present. And once the 61 -MK 
quota is reached, their chief interest 
would be ensuring their own success 
in the coming elections. 


HERE ARE the arguments of each 
faction with regard to voting for 
early elections. 

The La hour Party: Early elections 
could be useful for them, particular- 
ly if public opinion sways to their 
benefit. 

Yahad: In view of Labour’s com- 
mitment to the three Yahad MKs on 
their list, it is likely that Yahad will 
vote in favour. 

Mapam is likely to find itself in 
severe distress, since it is its part- 
nership with Labour that enables 
Mapam to be represented by six 
MKs. 11115. therefore, almost obliges 
it to renew this partnership. It is 
doubtful wbether Labour would be 
interested in such a combination 
again; Mapam would have to consid- 
er joining with the CRM - an unlike- 
ly development. 

The CRM would probably not 
stand for early elections unles it was 
assured of increasing its electoral 
power. In such a case, a “parallelo- 
gram of forces” might form between 
the CRM and the Labour Party: as 
long as the latter increases its popu- 
larity, so the CRM’s inclination to 
vote for early elections will decrease.. 

Shinui is so split that it is doubtful 
whether it would like to run for 
elections. And it too is caught in a 


parallelogram of forces with the 
CRM and the Labour Party. 

Ometz, like Yahad, sees'the ques- 
tion as one of assurance of a safe 
place. 

The National Religious Party is 
too split, crushed and torn to suc- 
ceed in elections. 

Shas will agree to bringing for- 
ward the elections only if it can 
thereby strengthen its power. It is 
doubtful whether it would take up a 
stand that seems unfriendly towards 
the Likud. 

Morasba: Crushed and frag- 
mented, this party is impossible . to 
predict. 

Agudat Yisraei does not have any 
obligating treaty with the Likud. In 
view of its Ashkenazi profile, ► its 
voters won’t turn their backs on it, 
even if it turns its back on the Likud. 
It is possible that in the aext elec- 
tions it will be -strengthened. If it 
succeeds in reaching a pact with 
Poalei Agudat Yisraei, then the two 
parties might vote for early elec- 
tions. 

Tami will no longer vote for early 
elections since it had a bitter experi- 
ence in the last poll It is doubtful 
that Labour would give Tami the 
assurances it would want to vote for 
early elections. 

Tehiya might vote in favour, but 
not (for ideological reasons) if the 
polls show public opinion shifting to 
the left. 

Kach: If the Knesset passes prop- 
osed legislation banning racist par- 
ties and this is interpreted to stop 
Meir Kahane from running, he 
might oppose early elections. If ir 
seems that he will be able to run, he 
will embrace the prospect of elec- 
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tions with joy and with a good 
chance of doubling, trebling or even 
quadrupling his electoral power . Iro- 
nically, if the left brings on elections, 
it is likely to find itself facing the 
tragedy of the vote greatly benefiting 
Kahane. 

Hadash will join the push for early 
elections if it fears no harm from the 
Progressive List for Peace, and,' 
most likely, it will not fear such 
damage. 

Progressive List for Peace: This 
party will distance itself from those 
favouring elections if the above- 
mentioned legislation is likely to be 
passed and so jeopardize its posi- 
tion. 
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THE LIKUD will not vote for eariy 
elections unless it could assume that 
it will not be hurt by them. In other 


words, the decision of the I And 
depends upon its place in the pataf 
Uelogram of forces vis-S-vis Labour 
It, therefore, seems unlikely that an 
agreement on this .issue could he 
readied between Labour and the _____ 
Likud. 

It is doubtful whether those who 
want to see tins government crumble' : 
and replaced by a narrow coalition ft 
have the capability to get their way. 

They do not have the necessajy 
-majority for such an initiative. It is 
doubtful that they could build a new 
left-leaning world on the miss of the 
old coalition. 

Anarchy suits Bonapartism, and 
Bonaparte, as is known, is not on the 
left side of the barricade.

IT DOESN’T require a prophet, or 
even a theologian, to tell us that the 
Jewish terrorist underground and its 
activities have breached some of the 
major tenets of Judaism. 

From the sixth of the Ten Com- 
mandments, “Thou shalt not mur- 
der,” through the prohibitions 
against exacting vengeance (Lev. 
19:10). and doing no wrong to the 
“stranger” in your land (Lev. 19:33- 
4), there is a dear and uncompromis- 
ing attitude towards the use of vio- 
lence by an individual. 

These Jewish objections to Jewish 
terrorism combine with general 
humanist and liberal political values 
to create a large constituency among 
Israel’s religious population, one 
utterly opposed to the actions of the 
Jewish underground, and concerned 
that its members should be subject to 
the full process of law. 

These religious Israelis are shock- 
ed and angered by the suggestion 
that Jewish terrorists should be par- 
doned in the name of justice. Jewish 
justice demands that their crimes 
should be recognized as a breach of

Rabbi Nahum Rabinowitz, head 
of the hesder yeshiva at Ma’ale Adu- 
mim, affirms that "there is no place 
for individual violence in the imposi- 
tion of Tore -even the use of judicial 
force is circumscribed by a great 
many qualifications.” 

“It is very dear that the use of 
violence and taking the law into 
one's own hands, whilst it can be 
understood psychologically, cannot 
remotely be justified in moral or 
halachic terms.” 

Even Rabbi Eliezer Waldraan, 
Tehiya MK and head of the hesder 
yeshiva at KLryat Arba, stated in an 
interview with Ma'ariv in June last 


year that “fanaticism which leads to 
separation from the state is the act of 
misguided individuals.” 


THE RELIGIOUS constituency 
opposed to Jewish terrorism is hot a 
fringe phenomenon.

Sir, - Dr. Danoffsarticle,“FertiIe 
exercise” (May 9) is a pathetic case 
of the blind leading the blind. Be- 
cause of a patient’s scruples about 
masturbation, Dr. Danoff leaves 
him with the only alternative of 
surgery in order to obtain a sperm 
sample. Didn't the doctor realize 
that there are other ways to obtain 
sperm samples such as coitus inter- 
ruptus, a method approved by Rabbi 
Moshe Feinstein (l grot Moshe Even 
Ha’ezer 1,70). What kind of rabbi 
did this patient have, who should 
have known better? 

While halacha permits the ferti- 
lization of the wife with the hus- 
band's sperm, another man's sperm 
would render the child a mamzer. 
There is some confusion in the law 
on this point. The talraudic case of 
niiabra b'ambatya (a woman got pre- 
gnant while in the bath bouse from 
floating sperm) is a hypothetical case 
of accidental Impregnation. In that 
case, the -child born is kosher. 
However, when the sperm from 
another man is deliberately utilized, 
it is analogous to the case of less than 
one-sixtieth of milk being added to 
meat. If intentionally added, the 
mixture is tref If by accident, the 
mixture is kosher. Rabbi Feinstein 
(Ibid. 20) made this error and was 
forced to rescind his ruling in a 
circular letter to rabbis in the U.S. in 
the early Sixties.

his wife impregnated w ;>)• another 
man's sperm, when top endocrino- 
logists claim that the situation can be 
remedied with androgen and growth 
factor hormone therapy which in- 
creases sperm counts and ejacula- 
tion?

Rabbi Yoel Bin-Nun of Ofra, one 
of the founding fathers of Gush 
Emunim. laments the “decline and 
fall” to the level of “indiscriminate 
terror.” 

Writing in Nekuda, the West Bank 
settlers' journal, last year. Bin-Nun 
reminded his readership that “an 
Arab is a human being who was 
created in the image of God. Our 
rejection of Arab sovereignty in the 
Land of Israel demands from us 
recognition of the Arabs’ rights as 
human beings.” 

With these attitudes being ex- 
pressed from within Gush Emunim. 
it comes as no surprise that other, 
less politically aligned rabbis are 
more categorical in their denuncia- 
tion of Jewish terrorism. 

Rabbi Aharon Lichtenstein, head 
of the hesder yeshiva at Alan Shvut 
in the Etzion bloc, condemned the 
underground at a rally held in Jeru- 
salem last June: 

“These people did what they did 
not because they were faithful to the 
Halacha, but because they cast it 
aside ... not because they have 
chosen the yeshiva world, but be- 
cause they rejected it.” 

Rabbi Rabinowitz considers that 
“a clear majority” of the Orthodox 
community is opposed to Jewish ter- 
rorism, and adds that any competent 
rabbi would consider this violence as 
a clear breach of Jewish law. 


prised to see you wearing a fdppa 
and walking in a demonstration 
which is a hillul Shabbat (desecration $ 
of the Sabbath)." Replied the \ 
friend: “I'm more concerned about

the past. Peace Now demo ns trations 
have been timed to breach the Sab- 
bath even in winter, when nightfall is 
earlier and observant Jews could 
have participated an hour or -two- 
later. * 

Moreover, the representatives ot 
the left- from the offensively aggres- 
sive Shularait Atom to the LabotS 
hierarchy with its quiet contempt - 
have created an atmosphere in which 
religious Jews feel distinctly uncom- 
fortable, even though they may be in 
agreement on many other issues. 

The powerful religious objections 
to Jewish terrorism and the growing 
religious constituency which • 
opposes the attempts by the right- 
eous men of the Likud leadership to. . 
redraft Jewish values, is a vibranti 
force pf Jewish protest. Special 1 
efforts should be made to bring them 
into the anti-terrorism movement.
